W ashington, Sept. 14.—Scope of the 
Anglo-American naval understanding 
and aspirations stood revealed today, 
showing a m ixture of 
success 
and 
failure for President 
Hoover’s 
pro­ 
gram of naval reduction 
announced 
May 30 in a speech at Arlington N a­ 
tional Cemetery. 
O utstanding developments were as 
follows: 
1. 
There is to be a five-power naval 
conference early in December acco rd ­ 
ing to present plans. 
London is the 
probable site. 
2. 
Upon 
the 
basis of agreem ent 
reached then, another five-power con­ 
ference would be projected in 1936 to 
ca rry the reduction principle further. 
3. 
Great B ritain ’s insistence upon a 
m inim um of 340,000 tons of cruisers 
has defeated Mr. Hoover’s desire for 
m aterial reduction in the cruiser class 
but strict lim itation will be imposed. 
4. 
A m axim um of $296,000,000 may 
be saved the United States by expect­ 
ed agreem ent in December to delay 
laying the keels of some or all of 
eight replacement battleships between 
1931 and 1935. 
5. 
Destroyers are to be limited to 
125,000 to 150,000 tons for G reat B rit­ 
ain and the United States. 
6. 
Yard-stick Anglo-American par 
ity is to be reached by Jan. I, 1936, in 
all categories of w ar vessels. 
7. 
By perm itting 
certain 
subm a­ 
rines to become obsolete, the tonnage 
level of this cra ft also would be re­ 
duced. 
Officials 
explain 
the 
foregoing is 
tentative because it depends upon the 
attitudes of France, Italy and Japan 
Invitations to the December 
confer­ 
ence have not been sent. 
Regardless of failure m aterially to 
reduce cruiser tonnage, the hopecP for 
five 
power 
conference 
is 
expected 
greatly to reduce the tonnage of all 
naval powers to reduce naval expendi 
lures by billions of dollars and to end 
competitive building. 
The December 
conference would fix parity between 
the British and Am erican navies and 
would 
allot 
proportionate 
n a v a l 
strength to France, Italy and Japan. 
In 1936 the powers would meet again, 
according to the plan, and, with p ar­ 
ity having been achieved as a starting 
point attem pt fu rth er to 
apply 
the 
principle of reduction to naval a n n a 
ments. 
The first direct saving, aside from 
possible abandonm ent of some British 
cruiser construction, is expected to ac 
erne from postponing the 
foregoing 
replacem ent schedule. 
The program 
would require congress to 
authorize 
expenditure of $296,000,000 by 1935 if 
it were carried out and additional mil­ 
lions before 1940. 
Japan, France and Italy now m ust 
be informed of the progress achieved 
in the Anglo-American 
negotiations 
and the next step will be to sound out 
these countries on their willingness to 
participate in a five-power conference. 
Since all three 
tacitly 
agreed 
the 
United States and G reat Britain should 
begin private negotiations preliminary 
to the larger conference, it is presum ­ 
ed all three will participate.

V ESSEL SANK W ITH C R EW O F 25 
IN MONDAY N IG H T’S 
GALE 
Chicago, Sept. 14—(U.P)—T hree pieces 
of floating w reckage — a splintered 
cabin door, a wave dented w ater tank 
and bits of a cabin—told a tragic story 
today of the fate of the 40-year-old 
freig h ter A ndante w hich sank in Lake 
M ichigan w ith its crew of 25 during 
a gale M onday night. 
T he failure of searching ships to 
find any bodies and the battered con­ 
dition of the debris, found by a fishing 
tug 14 m iles off of H olland, Mich., in­ 
dicated th a t C aptain A lbert A nderson 
and his m en w ent to the bottom w ith 
th eir ship, trapped in the cabin w here 
they had sought refuge from the gale. 
The fierceness of th e gale left little 
hope th a t the crew m ight have su r­ 
vived the lashing sea had they had 
tim e to take to the boats w hich was 
believed im probable. 
No trace of the 
w reckage of any of the A ndaste’s boats 
had been found, although the tugs 
Freedom and L iberty still circled about 
th e spot w here 
the 
freig h ter 
w ent 
down, seeking bodies. 
The A ndaste w reckage w as picked 
up by th e fishing tu g B erth a G., but 
its m aster, C apt. George Van Hall, did 
not reach port w ith the news until 
late yesterday. 
H e took the debris to 
G rand H aven, Mich., from w here the 
A ndaste set out M onday night on a 
trip to Chicago. George E vans and 
Joe Collins, of G rand H aven, m em bers 
of the A ndaste’s crew who had been 
left behind on the last trip, identified 
the cabin door and th e w ater tank. 
Collins and E vans had been included 
on the sh ip ’s roster and it had been 
presum ed they were aboard until offi­ 
cials of the 
C onstruction 
M aterials 
Com pany, 
to 
whom 
the 
A ndaste’s 
cargo of sand w as consigned, located 
them in G rand H aven. 
The num ber 
aboard then w as set a t 25. 
C aptain H all said 
the 
freighter's 
w reckage was floating on th e surface 
over an area of four or five miles. He 
fixed the location of the d isaster about 
25 m iles off shore near South H aven, 
and estim ated th a t the 
ship 
sank 
about l l P. M. M onday night. 
The 
A ndaste 
had 
cleared 
G rand 
H aven at 9 P. M. and w as due a t the 
C onstruction M aterials Com pany dock 
here at 9 A. M. Tuesday. 
C aptain A nderson, 64, had been sail­ 
ing the G reat Lakes for 48 years and 
had been a m aster of ships for 30 
years. 
H e had planned to give up 
sailing a fte r this season. 
H e is su r­ 
vived by his widow, a d au g h ter and 
two sons, all of Sturgeon Bay, Wis. 
The A ndaste's fate w as 
tragically 
like th a t of its sister ship, the Clifton, 
which sank in I^ake H uron w ith 28

T r a f f i c congestion on main traveled highways leading to and 
from Minneapolis is giving rise to a serious problem of public 
safety, occasioning concern wherever it is evident and pointing 
clearly to the fact that the new highway patrol was created none 
too soon and will find at once a good deal of work to be done. 
The death of two persons and the injury it) seven others on a 
state highway near Elk River Sunday because a motorist swung 
out of the traffic line to pass a car ahead and crashed head-on with 
another automobile should emphasize the need of highway traffic 
supervision. 
It was an act of a sort which is very frequently at­ 
tended with tragic results, yet the practice is common despite its 
evident hazards. 
There is another prolific source of highway accidents to which 
the Brainerd Dispatch calls attention, equally deserving of atten­ 
tion. 
That is the double traffic line on paving. 
The Brainerd newspaper says that on Sundays and holidays, 
driving from the Twin Cities, the great difficulty encountered by 
northern drivers, homeward hound, is a double line of traffic run 
ning south from a point near Anoka. 
It rightfully concludes that a cement highway built for two 
lines of vehicles was never intended to become a one-way thor 
oughfare and points out that accidents occur when the heavier 
southbound traffic forms a double line, fills the whole highway 
and forces drivers northbound to take to the ditch or across coun 
try to avoid collisions, injury and death. 
The same condition exists to a greater or less extent, on every 
paved highway leading to or from the Twin Cities. 
They an 
prolific sources of accidents. 
They should he checked at once in 
the interest of public safety. 
The state highway patrol has a big and useful work before it 
in which it should have public cooperation. 
The motorist who would cut the growing highway death to I 
will stop at through roads, avoid driving on the left side or hog 
ging the road, will not pass cars ahead of him at curves or on hil 
crests, will signal for left turns, will look to his lights, both whilt 
driving and parking, and will report to the patrol any condition.4 
he finds which may imperil sale negotiation of the highways. 
Careful driving is more necessary than ever with traffic con 
gestion increasing. 
It is still the influence most easily available 
to cut the highway death toll and make highways sale under a1 
conditions.— Minneapolis Tribune.

The recent organization of a great

nation on the new financial structure 
that is being built in the N orthwest 
Forty banks, including the F irst Na 
tional bank of Brainerd, already have 
associated with the First Bank Stock 
corporation which acquires control of 
the individual banks either through 
an exchange of stock or through the 
outright purchase of a m ajority of 
shares of the unit bank.

These and dozens of other ques­ 
tions are being asked of the men who 
are directing the destiny of the new 
company. 
Lym an Wakefield, president of the 
F irst National in Minneapolis and vice 
president of the F irst Bank Stock cor­ 
poration, has been on*’ of the leaders 
in the movement, and he recently pre­ 
pared a statem ent directed to his as­ 
sociates in the new corporation but 
which answers concisely the question:?
